— Apollo 15 as- 
tronauts David Scatt and James Ir- 
win scouted the moon yesterday for 
the second time, climbing the lowest 
slopes of the moon’s highest moun- 
tains in their newly repaired moon 
buggy: : 

They spent seven hours and 12 
minutes the lunar sur- 
face — a record on the inhospitable 
moon, It brought the two-day total 
of working time on the moon to 
nearly 13% hours.

They wnfurled the U.S. flag out- 
side the lunar lander Falcon with 
towering Hadley Mountain in the 
background, and saluted while their 
colour television cameras clearly 
beamed it all back to earth.

PORT MORESBY, New Guinea 
(AP). — Cannibalism is not a crime 
in the primitive territory of New 
Guinea — and is unlikely to be in the 
eyes of the law, territorial adminis- 
trator Leslie W. Johnson has stated 
here. 

Mr. Johnson, the senior official in 
the Australian-administered terri- 
tory, said no special legislation to 
make cannibalism 8, criminal offence 
was planned. He was commenting on 
confirmation by the Crown Law De- 
partment here that there was no spe- 
cific charge for cannibalism and that 
tribesmen who make a meal of their 
enemies could only be charged with 
interfering with human remains, 
which carries a maximum sentence 
of two years’ hard labour. 


The law was questioned after a 
Supreme Court case at Daru, in 
Western Papua, in which seven men 
involved in a cannibal feast last 
April were found gulity of Interfer- 
ing with human remains. 

Mr. Johnson said a special canni- 
bal law at this stage would only at- 
tract world attention and present 
New Guinea in an unfavourable 
light.

More than in any previous lunar expedi- 
tion, Apolo 15 has woven into the normal 
fabric of a spaceflight several additional 
features: An Increase in the time men can

work usefully on and near the moon, an 
increase in the number and sophistication 
of sclentific experiments planned, and mast 
important, the decision to base the major 
objectives of the migsion on the capabilities 
of men trained aa observers in space. 
Dave Scott, Jim Irwin and Al Worden 
have become part of a larger team of 
sclentista, a team that has trained together 
for more than a year and a half to study 
the specific features of the Hadley-Apen- 
nine site. While these three men are work- 
ing on and near the moon, their new 
scientific colleagues are working on the 
earth,- keeping records and analyzing the 
reports 00 8 minute-to-minute basis at the 
Mission Control Centre. The'scientist team's 
interpretations and suggestions for addi- 


tional observation and activities play 8 
major role in the mission. The resulta of 
the mission will be to the credit of the 
team more than to any one individual. 

Training for the mission included three 
major phases. First, the astronauts had to 
jearn the basic techniques of geological 
observation, They learned, in effect, how 
to read and reiay the information pro- 
vided by rocks and thelr geological setting. 
Second, the team as a whole had to learn 
how to work as a team, part of which 
would be on the moon and part on the 
earth Third, the team had to learn as 
much 4s possible about the scientific objec- 
tives of the mission and the techniques 
needed to accomplish them.

carried out over a series of realistic but 
simulated lunar traverses In various remote 
regions of the earth where the geological 
features resembled in some way those of the 
Hadiey-Apennine site.

Tech. and stmilar 
in size to famous MIT. in the 
U.S. The school depends for its in- 
come on Government allocations 
and donations from its friends in 
Israel and abroad. Friends of the 
Technion in Israel this year are ex- 
pected to raise about 1L3m., which 
amount should then be matched by 
the Finance Ministry. Contact with 
overseas friends is maintained 
through the “Technion” journal, 8. 
glossy, English-language monthly 
which appears in an edition of 
10,000 in Israel and 20,000 in the 
UIS. and Canada. 

“Our building activity is 16 per 
cent greater than that of Tel Aviv. 
University, yet we are trying to 
avoid becoming a concrete jungle 
and we are rather proud of our 
1,200 dunam woodland campus,” Mr, 
Goldberg said. 

The Technion 18 able to accept 
only about 30 per cent of those 
applying for admission and around

The only language 
of instruction at the Technion is 
Hebrew and there is a nine-month 
preparatory course for. new immig- 
rants. In '1970 the Technion took in 
about 500 immigrant students. One 
professor, who speaks Russian, is 
called the father of the Russian 
immigrants, “and he makes our 
lives miserable, because he wants 
to take every one of them in,” Mr. 
Goldberg’ added with his characteris- 
tically sympathetic smile. 

Asked about the percentage of 
students of Oriental parentage at 
the Technion, Mr. Goldberg said that 
their number had gone up from 
elght per cent a few years ago to 
12 ‘per cent now. Pressed to explain 
this figure, which is still very low, 
Mr. Goldberg placed: the blame on 
poor high school training in deve- 
lopment towns. “Some of the boys 
just can’t measure up to our stiff 
entrance examinations, although the

“Our 
first year is terribly difficult, and 
unless studentg are properly prepar- 
ed, they are better off not entering 
the Technion δὲ all,” he added. In 
spite of this the Technion has no 
plans to establish {ts own high 
school, to prepare students. 

The drop-out rate at the Technion 
is very low, Mr, Goldberg said. "Of 
80 architects who start the course, 
probably 82 graduate, the additional 
two joining later in the course," 
Mr. Goldberg said with a proud 
smile. 

Questioned about minority commu- 
nity students, Mr. Goldberg said 
that the Technion has 46 Arab and 
two or three Druse atudents. Re- 
garding another minority in engi- 
neerlng schools, women, Mr. Gold- 
berg said that about miue per cent 
of the student body are girls. They 
concentrate on courses such as ar- 
ehitecture, food technology, chemis- 
try and mathematics. Architecture 
especially is popular, since it is a 
field in which it is relatively easy 
to work after marriage. 


Free of drug problem 


The 60 to 70 hours of work a 
student has to put in a week to get 
good marks, leave him little time 
for getting involved In drug prob- 
lems, Mr. Goldberg said matter-of- 
faetly. The Technion is thus free of 
some of the problems that beset 
other universities, 

Asked about the chances of em- 
ployment after graduation, Mr. 
Goldberg, with just a trace of 
pride, related that before the Six 
Day War the Technion installed a 
placement officer — who has himself 
been largely unemployed since then. 

Employers in fact pay a sort of 
“key-money” for promising students 
and sometimes subsidize their third 
and fourth year studies, he added.

Rabbi Jack Riemer of Dayton, 
Ohio, found Russian Jewish youth 
totally committed to Israel and con- 
vinced that they would καὶ there.

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15 million could 
starve in 
Bangla Desh’ 


NEW YORX (Reuter). — A Pakis- 
tant diplomat has dissociated him- 
self from his goverpment and has 
said that there ia a danger of 15 
million people dying of starvation 
in East Pakistan within the next 
three months, the National Broad- 
casting Company (NBC) reported 
on Saturday night. 

Mr. Abulmaal Mubith, who has 
been serving as economic counsellor 
at the Pakistan Embassy in Wesh- 
ington, said in a television programme 
that it had become “impossible to go 
on working for a self-destructive 
government.” 

He charged that the Pakistan Gov- 
ernment had made staying alive 
“the greatest luxury in East Pakis- 
tan.” Atrocities that this govern- 
ment js committing in East Pakis- 
tan, the frenzy with which it is 
driving Bengalis out of the country 
and the suppression that jt is mak- 
ing of its dissent in both of 
the country, not only forfeit the 
right of the government to a place 
in a civilized world, but also make 
it responsible for dismemberment of 
the country.” 

According to Mr, Muhith, the gov- 
ernment was “desperately trying to 
establish a colony in East Pakistan 
through 8 of terror and ἃ 
massive transfer of officials andla- 
bourers from the west.

paintings 
were fake 


LONDON (Reuter). — Twenty-five 
so-called Etruscan tomb paintings 
sold to international collectors for a 
total of about £100,000 are fakes, a 
scientific investigation team has re- 
ported. 

‘A revolutionary dating technique, 
developed at Oxford University, was 
used ‘by the scientists to examine 
“Btruscan” terracotta panels which 
various buyers had paid up to 
£10,000 each for, press reports said 
here last week. 

Dr. Stuart Fleming, leader of the 
team, was quoted by the “Sunday 
Times” and “The Observer” as say- 
ing the 25 were found to be forger- 
ies. 

The probe was carried out at the 
university's research laboratory Yor 
archaeology aud the history of art. 
The investigations had show’ there 
were many more fakes in Etruscan 
wall paintings than experts had be- 
Heved, said Dr. Fleming. 

The scientists believed that the 
forgeries were the work of a well- 
organized workshop in Italy — 
probably in the Ceveter! region, a 
centre of pre-Roman Etruscaz civil- 
ization — and thet the racket has 
been going on for at least 10 years. 


The method 


Dr. Fleming said the method was 
to smuggle them across the border 
into Switzerland and pass them 
on foreign buyers as genuine an- 
tiques which had been taken jiegal- 
ly out of Italy. 

He added that collectors had press- 
ed him and his team to keep quiet 
about the discavery because they had 
‘been told they would get their money 
back from the forgers if there was 
no publicity. 

“Fortunately, there were four who 
agreed that the whole thing should 
be exposed,” Dr. Fleming said. 

The technique which the acien- 
tists say exposed the fakes is known 
as thermo-luminescence dating. 
Crushed pottery is subjected to in- 
tense heat, and the genuine antique 
article then gives off luminescence,

HAIFA. — Thirty-nine under-18- 
year-old boys with exceptionally 
high IQs are among the 3,000 can- 
didates who will take the Technion 
entrance examinations today.

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HATA, — The Fishermen's Union 
yesterday decided to appeal to the 
authorities for the release of four 
trawlers, laid up in port by order 
of the OX. Navy, for entering a 
closed zone off the coast of Sinal. 
The boats, Carmel, Kadesh, Panther 
and Snunit, were by Navy 
patrol boats on day, after they 
had entered closed zones in the 
vicinity of el-Arish. They were per- 
mitted to return to their base in the 
Kishon harbour here, but the O.C. 
Navy issued “confined to port” or- 
ders against them pending the con- 
clusion of investigations, while the 
crew were charged with offences 
against the security regulations. 


Union ‘Secretary ‘Dov Schmiede 
told The Jerusalem Post that they 
would also appeal to the Defence 
Ministry to enlarge the permitted 
fishing zone in the area.
